Social Security News 


There is no age lim it for 
the payment of social securi­ 
ty taxes, but all workers, re­ 
gardless of their age, pay 
the tax on their covered earn­ 
ings, This reminder comes 
from Roy L. Swift, district 
manager, of the San Antonio 
district office of the Social 
Security Administration. 


"It makes no difference 
that a worker may be over 
age SS, or over 72, or re­ 
ceiving social security insur­ 
ance payments, * Swift ex­ 
plained. 
"Social security 
taxes are payable if a worker 
is paid covered wages of any

AUSTIN—Texas dove 
hunters with frostbite? Un­ 
heard of! 
Until this season, Texas 
dove hunters were more prone 
to heat prostration or rattle­ 
snake bite. 
But recent action by the 
Texas Parks and Wildlife 
Commission split the mourn­ 
ing dove season, making a 
portion of it in September, 
and the remainder In January 
when the cold winds blow. 
The North Zone season 
will be Sept. I through Oct. 
14, 1972, and Jan. 6-21, 
1973. 
In the South Zone die 
season will be Sept. 23 
through Nov. 5, 1972, and 
Jan. 6 through Jan. 21, 1973, 
except that in counties hav­ 
ing an open season for white- 
winged doves, the open sea­ 
son for mourning doves ends 
Nov. 2 during the fall seg­ 
ment of the season. 


Texas Parks and Wildlife 
Department biologists stress 
the split season Is just an ex­ 
periment to see lf the late 
season will result in addition­ 
al recreation without unduly 
increasing the overall har­ 
vest of doves. 
They will 
keep a close eye on the re­ 
sults to see if late dove hunt­ 
ing in Texas might affect 
the breeding populations of 
other states. 


Hunters have long been 
Interested in such a season 
because of the many doves 
present in Texas during the 
winter months, according to 
department officials. 
Biologists called for the 
experimental season this year 
because they now have the 
means to evaluate the effects 
of a split season, whereas In 
die past sources of the infor­ 
mation needed were not a- 
vail able.
